Distinguished Visitors Make a Tour of 
Inspection of South San Francisco. 

Industrial Features Canvassed. 

On Thursday last, in charge of 
Frank L. Eksward, secretary of the 
San Mateo county development asso¬ 
ciation, the following-named gentle¬ 
men paid a visit to South San Fran¬ 
cisco: 

B. M. Rastall, Fred J. Koster, T. A. 
Graham, Robert Newton Lynch, Con¬ 
stant Meese, C. S. Crary. Also with 
the party were W. J. Martin, Fred L. 
Washburn, F. A. Cunningham, W. H. 
Coffinberry and E. C. Peck. 

B. M. Rastall, the industrial expert 
from New York who has been em¬ 
ployed by the San Francisco chamber 
of commerce to make an industrial 
survey of San Francisco and its im¬ 
mediate environments, had selected 
South San Francisco as his initial 
point of investigation for the work he 
has in hand. j 

Fred J. Koster, president of the 
chamber of commerce; Robert Newton 
Lynch, its general manager; Constant 
Meese, its industrial director, and T. 
A. Graham of the Southern Pacific, 
with C. S. Crary, banker, formed the 
chamber of commerce committee in 
this investigation. Many of the fac¬ 
tories were visited and a critical in¬ 
vestigation of all industrial features 
was made and a special study of home 
environments was also entered into. 
The result of this investigation can 
best be summed up in the entlm- 
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siastic expression of the president of 
the San Francisco chamber of com¬ 
merce, and in which the entire com¬ 
mission joined, “Why, we had no idea 
that South San Francisco was any¬ 
where near the city that it is. Your 
industries surprise us and your oppor¬ 
tunities for big business and great 
industrial development are enormous 
and your living conditions can’t be 
beat. South San Francisco is a 
wonder and we are more than proud 
to claim it as an asset (as its name 
implies) to San Francisco.” 

B. M. Rastall was equally enthu¬ 
siastic and declared that “South San 
Francisco has a start which can 
never be stopped. In fact, I can 
plainly say from this visit alone that j 
the hope of San Francisco indus¬ 
trially lies down the Peninsula.” 

The whole day was consumed in 
this investigation, and, as Dr. Rastall 
expressed it, “We are coming again 
for more minute details. The evi¬ 
dence of success from every stand¬ 
point in this industrial center is so 
pronounced that a study of details is 
very essential in making up my com¬ 
ing report, and you need not be sur¬ 
prised if I make not one but several 
more visits to your splendid city.”

At the request of Mayor James 
Rolph Jr. of San Francisco, the fol¬ 
lowing official representatives of San 
Mateo county attended a meeting in 
San Francisco last Wednesday after¬ 
noon and discussed the subject of an¬ 
nexing San Mateo county to the city 
of San Francisco: 

Supervisors—W. H. Brown of San 
Mateo, John MacBain of Menlo Park, 
Chairman Joseph M. Francis of Half¬ 
moon Bay and Dr. C. V. Thompson of 
Pescadero. 

Mayors—F. B. Woodliouse of Daly 
City, John H. Kelley of South San 
Francisco, L. H. Traeger of San 
Bruno, W. H. Pearson of Burlin¬ 
game, Rev. William A. Brewer of 
San Mateo and Edward H. Sampson 
of Redwood City. 

The result of the meeting was as 
follows, another meeting to he held 
at a later date: 

One representative from San Fran¬ 
cisco, to be named by the mayor, the 
city attorney and the district attorney. 

One representative from each of the 
municipalities of San Mateo county 
and the city attorneys of each of these 
cities. 

Five district representatives from 
San Mateo county, to be named by the 
supervisors of San Mateo county and 
the district attorney. 

The committee was instructed to 
report in a month. It was instructed: 

To investigate the legal aspect of 
the proposed consolidation, including 
an examination of the hill presented 
at the last session of the legislature. 

To prepare proposed legislation and 
have it in shape before the next legis¬ 
lature assembles. 

To prepare a statement as to how 
consolidation would affect San Fran¬ 
cisco, the cities in San Mateo county 
and the county itself. 

Two facts were brought out promi- 
| neatly through the discussion. 

The first is that San Mateo wants 
to know wherein it is to the advan- 
j tage of the county to consolidate with 
| San Francisco. Material advantages 
! as to transportation must he guar¬ 
anteed above all things. 

The second is that the borough 
I system of government must lie as¬ 
sured.

■ with fumes and smoke. 

The second lesson is found in the 
j generous response Hillsborough made 
ro South San Francisco’s call for help. 

! The three gentlemen who had charge 
j of the Hillsborough engine won the 
I admiration of all our citizens by tho 
willing, energetic and successful 
efforts which they made in mastering 
the situation. 

The firemen from Hillsborough were 
the following: Chief Soule, Marshal 
Hirschey and Deputy Marshal Det- 
wiler, who drove the machine. 

In tliis^ connection special mention 
should be made of J. Gavin, captain 
' of engine No. 10, 305 Seventeenth 
| street, San Francisco, and of Thomas 
Malley, fire truck No. 7, San Fran- 
I cisco, whose fire instincts caused 
them to forget their automobile as 
! they were passing through our city 
; and mix with our boys in lighting the 
! fire. 

The hotel, being absolutely fire¬ 
proof, suffered no damage save a few 
smoke stains, but it taught many valu¬ 
able lessons to this community.

The voters of California are asked to vote on 
two prohibition measures. The first amendment 
on the ballot is absolute prohibition and says so.

The principal difference 
between the two measures is that one goes into 
effect at the end of 1917, and the other goes into 
effect two years later.

Reports to the postmaster-general 
indicate that the parcel post is now 
| carrying 100,000,000 parcels a month. 
This facility has become the most 
; gigantic and useful express system 
the world has ever seen. 

i 

An inquiry into the efficiency of the 
parcel post as a carrier of books has 
j just been completed by the postal au¬ 
thorities. It is found that the parcel 

, service is used on an enormous scale 

| 

! by the principal New York book deal¬ 
ers and publishers and that the per- 
! centage of damaged shipments is very 
i small. 

Investigation was made following 
the receipt of a report calling atten¬ 
tion to alleged cases of the rough 
handling of books sent by parcel post. 
The report admittedly was based 
largely upon hearsay, but the post- 
I master-general ordered a thorough 
j investigation of the matter. 

Of the Baker & Taylor Company, it 
had been reported that the firm was 
I compelled to use the express com¬ 
panies again because its new books 
were being broken when sent by 
: parcel post. 

On behalf of his firm, Baker in¬ 
formed the representative of the 
postal service that the report was 
erroneous, that he continues to 
patronize the parcel post because of 
its lower rates and larger scope of 
service and that his company mails 
approximately 400 packages of books 
a day with an average of one package 
per day damaged. 

Brentano’s, Funk & Wagnnlls, the 
! Century Company and Dodd, Mead & 

| Co., it appears, together mail ap¬ 
proximately 1100 packages a day; they 
! state that the damage sustained is 
negligible. One of the publishers re 
ports that of mailings averaging 300 
| parcels a day, complaints of damages 
I do not average one a month. Another, 
j with mailings aggregating 300 parcels 
I a day, reports complaints of damage 
! to the number of five or six a year 
| Still others report no complaints of 
! damage whatever.

In regard to foreign relations, the 
republican platform declares: “We 
must perform all our duties and in- Ji 
sist upon all our rights as neutrals, pi 
without fear and without favor.” The at 
democratic platform believes that it T 
is the duty of the United States to pi 
join with the other nations in any vi 
feasible association that will maintain 
inviolate the complete security of the 
highway of the seas.. But in two in 
years they have done little or nothing 
in that direction, except to write 15 
“notes.” 

The republican platform calls on all 
Americans, whether naturalized or 
native born, to be true to the spirit of 
America. The democratic platform 
condemns partisanry, and then at- 
tempts to make “Americanism” a par- J 
tisan issue. 

The republican platform declares 
we must have a strong navy, so strong 
that no navy can gain command of 
the sea. The democratic platform | 
says “we favor the maintenance of an 
army fully adequate to protect the | 
nation’s rights, and a fixed policy for 
the constructive development of a 
navy. The democrats have passed 
tie' Hay hill, which is nothing but a 
prize porker in uniform, and the naval 
committee has reported a bill which jy 
strikes out two first-class battleships e] 
recommended by navy department — 
experts. j 

The republican platform declares, i 
as always, for protection of American 
industries. "Such protection should 
protect adequately American industry 
and American labor.” The democratic 
platform reaffirms it belief in a tariff ; 
for revenue only, and unreservedly ; 
indorses the Underwood law, although 
they have repeatedly stated that that 
law did not have an opportunity to 
prove its efficacy prior to the war. 

The republican platform declares 
for the thorough and honest enforce¬ 
ment of the civil service law, and 
pledges the party to a reorganization 
of this service. The democratic plat¬ 
form reaffirms tlie declarations of the 
party for the rigid enforcement of the 
civil service laws, having created 30,- 
000 offices outside of the civil service 
law, at an annual cost of $44,000,000 
to the taxpayers, since March 4, 1913. 

There is not a line in the demo¬ 
cratic platform which is not a re¬ 
minder of the treachery and ineffi¬ 
ciency of that party during the fast 
four years. The Baltimore platform 
of 1912 closes with these words: "Our 
pledges are made to be kept when in 
office as well as relied upon during 
the campaign." It is to be noted that 
even democratic effrontery was not 
brazen enough to conclude the St.

George A. Knight, former republi¬ 
can national committeeman and one 
of California’s best-known attorneys, 
died in San Francisco last Tuesday at 
a sanitarium. Heart trouble was 
given as the cause. Knight in 1908 
made the chief speech nominating 
William Howard Taft. Knight was 
born in Worcester, Mass., in 1851. 

Mr. Knight was brought to a sani¬ 
tarium last Sunday from his ranch in 
Mendocino county, where five days ago 
he contracted pneumonia, whifch 
brought on the attack of heart trou¬ 
ble. 

As a youth Mr. Knight came west 
and lived in Eureka, Cal., where he 
was educated in the public schools; 
and later he was graduated from the 
University of California. He was ad¬ 
mitted to the bar in 1872 and became 
district attorney of Humboldt county, 
later serving three terms as insur¬ 
ance commissioner of California and 
two terms as attorney for the state 
board of health. He was judge advo¬ 
cate with rank of Colonel on the staff 
of Governor Markham. 

Knight was sent to five national re¬ 
publican conventions, beginning with 
that of 1896, where he seconded the 
nomination of William McKinley; in 
1908 he seconded Taft’s nomination. 
He served as republican national com¬ 
mitteeman from 1908 to 1912. As a 
lawyer he represented vast interests, 
among them the Union Pacific Rail¬ 
road, the United Railroads of San 
! Francisco and the Charles L. Fair 
I estate of $18,000,000.

SAN FRANCISCO 
DAY AT SAN JOSE 
CELEBRATION 

San Jose, June 30.—Saturday is the 
opening day of the round-up, and is 
also San Francisco Day at the big 
pioneer show. 

Headed by Mayor James Rolph Jr., 
several thousand residents of the bay 
city are coming to San Jose on this 
day. They will take part in the big 
opening parade and will occupy a 
specila section at the round-up park. 

Mayor Rolph is to marshal the 
parade, and his aides will be promi¬ 
nent San Francisco business men. 
The personnel of the parade will in¬ 
clude local and visiting marching 
orders, bands, drum corps, lodge men 
and women, school children, as well 
as hundreds of cowboys and cowgirls 
who are to participate in the after¬ 
noon’s events. 

Among the military bodies to be 
seen in Saturday’s street pageant will 
be the company of California Grays 
and the Grays’ own band. No com¬ 
pany of men in the state is better 
uniformed or better drilled than this 
body of men. In fact, outside of the 
cadets at Annapolis, they are the 
leaders of all the marching orders of 
the United States. 

The San Francisco Day parade will 
be formed about 9 o’clock in the 
morning and, according to present 
plans, will move over the streets at 10. 

The second big parade of the day, 
the cowboys’ parade, will take place 
at 1 o’clock, and will terminate at the 
round-up park. 

The downtown events for the open¬ 
ing day include two spectacular per¬ 
formances by the “Human Fly,” the 
man who is to slide from the top of 
the ten-story First National Bank 
building, band concerts, street danc¬ 
ing, as well as dancing in the audi¬ 
torium rink, performances by the 
streets shows, and fireworks, in addi¬ 
tion to the parades and drills.
